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Appears To Be Off 
To A Promising Start

Town officials are counting on a new 
department to get Andover’s property into 
good shape — and Monday night the town 
manager said the six-week-old Municipal 
Maintenance department is off to a strong 
start 

In view of the new centralized mainte- 
nance departmeni’s promising beginnings, 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony told the 
selectmen he believed that ‘‘the end result 
is going to be good.” 

Gerry Dion, director of the maintenance 
department, appeared before the selectmen 
Monday to describe his progress in pulling 
together the department, which was ap- 
proved by 1983 annual town meeting. Voters 
also approved a budget of more than $1.5 
million for the department's first year. 

Municipal Maintenance is charged with 
caring for all town property, including 10 
schools and 19 town buildings, more than 
100 motor vehicles (including all fire and 
police vehicles), Spring Grove Cemetery, 
and playgrounds and parks. With the cre- 
ation of the department, the responsibility 
for school maintenance has been removed 
from the school department; school custo- 
dians will, however, continue the day-to- 
day care of schools. 

According to the manager, the new de- 
partment should provide better service to 
the town, at a savings, because it will oper- 
ate more efficiently than separate town and 
school maintenance departments 

The department breaks down into two 
main sections, Dion said: Parks and 
Grounds, and Buildings. Staffing the parks 
section was “fairly simple,’’ he said, since 

the entire parks, cemetery and forestry 
divisions (of the Public Works department) 
came in en masse.”’ 

Staffing the building section was a little 
more complicated because it entailed 
bringing maintenance people over from the 
school department, and there were ‘‘a few 
internal problems’ in combining the for 
mer school personnel with town personnel 
Those problems were resolved ‘“‘fairly

quickly,” the director said. 

Most of the department's effort will go 
toward improving school buildings, Dion 
said. ‘We are still suffering from some 
terminal cases, in some instances, of 
abuse,’’ he said. Those abuses range from 
building code violations (which the depart- 
ment will try to correct, Dion said), to 
‘gross’ paint jobs 

He has reviewed lists of proposed pro- 
jects submitted by school staffers, and 
found that ‘it would take seven years to do 
all that,” the director said. Some of the 
requests fall into the ‘‘wish list’’ category 
and others will be handed back to the school 
custodial staff, Dion explained, while the 
maintenance department will concentrate 
on ‘‘taking care of things that are critical.” 

Dion noted that maintaining the J. Ever- 
ett Collins Performing Arts Center, sched- 
uled to open next month, will be one of his 
department's major responsibilities: ‘‘The 
auditorium will be a very demanding mis- 
tress — it is big, complex and important.”’ 

Town playing fields are in “pretty good 
shape’ at the moment, Dion said — espe- 
cially the new fields created or renovated 
as part of the school building program — 
and his department plans to ‘embark on a 
major watering program”’ to keep them in 
trim 

Plans are also in the works for two ‘‘po- 
tential’’ new playing fields, one at the old 
West Andover landfill site and one at the 
former gravel pit near Recreation Park 

Dion told the selectmen that in the motor 
vehicle section, staff ‘‘morale has been 
considerably improved and methods of op- 
eration have been improved” since the de 
partment started operating on July 1, the 
start of the new fiscal year 

The town garage will be improved to 
create better working conditions by sepa- 
rating the work area from the truck parking 
area, and new purchasing practices will be 
used, the director said

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Investigation Continues 
On Fatal Route 495 Crash 


Police are still investigating the cause of an afternoon rush 
hour collision in the northbound lane of Route 495 in Andover 
that killed two people and injured 15 others last Friday 
Twelve vehicles were involved in the accident that closed a 
portion of the highway for several hours 

Thomas Cuscia of Lawrence, 65, and David Rossi of West- 
ford, 21, were killed in the collision. Most of the injured were 
treated at Lawrence General Hospital; four were treated at 
Bon Secours, and one at St. John's Hospital in Lowell 

According to some witnesses, the chain-reaction collision 
may have started when two school buses carrying 40 Danv- 
ers children home from a field trip pulled into the breakdown 
lane and turned on their signal lights. Police said Rosalie 
Crowley of Methuen stopped her car in the travel lane when 
she saw the bus signals. She was not injured 

Police said a tractor-trailer truck loaded with lumber 
swerved out of control, possibly trying to avoid hitting 
Crowley's car, and jack-knifed across three lanes before it 
tipped over. The car driven by Rossi was crushed and the car 
driven by Cuscia was pinned against a guard rail by the 
overturned truck and its load 

Police this week said the truck driver, Gardner Carpenter 
of Troy, Vermont, has been convicted for speeding three 
times this year, and has been cited for driving with an 
overweight load this year as well, At the time of the accident 
his license had been suspended after the third speeding 
conviction, police said. He was treated at St. John’s Hospital 
and released earlier this week 

Three of the 40 children aboard the two buses were treated 
for minor injuries at Lawrence General Hospital and then 
released 

Passersby helped rescue Crews remove the dead and 
injured from the wreckage, which was spread across all four 
lanes for some 100 yards. Rescue crews used the Jaws of Life 
to free victims, and several tow trucks were called to the 
scene to clear wreckage. In addition to the truck and the cars 
of the two victims, nine cars were wrecked in the collision 

Rescue crews worked for an hour to free Cindy Ryder of 
Westford, 20, who was a passenger in Rossi's car. She was 
trapped in the car by the fallen lumber.

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Planners Rescind Approval 
Of Castle Heights Subdivision 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The Planning Board has voted to rescind 
the approval of plans for a one-lot subdivi- 
sion off Castle Heights Road — plans that 
were automatically approved last month 
without any action by the board. 

The board voted Tuesday night to rescind 
the constructive approval of T.D.J. Devel- 
opment Corp.'s proposal to build a house on 
a 2.21-acre site off Smithshire Estates and 
Castle Heights Road, next to an existing 
house with frontage on Smithshire Estates. 
The property is owned by Dennis and Ruth 
Chantland. 

The planners also voted to deny an ac- 
companying request for a special permit 
for earth removal at the site as part of the 
subdivision 

Several abutters opposed plans for the 
house because they feared it would exacer- 
bate existing drainage problems in the 
area. However, that was not the basis for 
the planners’ vote to rescind approval, 
Community Development and Planning Di- 
rector Jonathan Gilmore said yesterday. 

Gilmore explained that the planners 


found four problems or ‘‘design inade- 
quacies’’ with the proposal that did not 
meet their subdivision rules and regula- 
tions: the proposed cutbacks on property 
lines at a street intersection, the width of 
the proposed roadway to the house, the 
diameter of the turnaround at the end of 
that roadway, and the potential for soil 
erosion and sedimentation problems. 

The planning board may grant waivers to 
its rules and regs for a proposed subdivision 
if they believe it would be to the public 
good, the director said 

David Gravallese of 250 North Main St., a 
former planning board chairman, was 
among the abutters opposed to the proposal 
— and he argued that granting waivers to 
allow the proposed Castle Heights one-lot 
subdivision would not serve the public good, 
Gilmore said 

The developer now has 20 days to appeal 
the planners’ decision. 

The one-lot subdivision was automatical- 
ly approved on July 4, with no public hear- 
ings or planning board action, because the 


planners failed to act on the plan before 
their legal deadline. Such approval is called 
constructive approval. 

But Special Town Counsel Thomas Arnold 
advised the planners that they could vote to 
modify or rescind the constructive approval 
if no mortgage had been taken on the prop- 
erty. The developer did not claim to hold a 
mortgage 

Later Tuesday night the board had a long 
discussion of another proposed subdivision, 
Quail Crest, which would consist of 65 house 
lots on an 83-acre site off Pleasant Street, 
River Road and Boutwell Road. The devel- 
opers are F & ID Corp. and Raven Realty 
Trust 

Area residents.are afraid the devel- 
opment will create traffic headaches for 
them, and the planners voted to grant the 
developers an extension to Sept. 14 so they 
may complete a traffic study of the area 
Gilmore said town officials will discuss the 
proposal with the police and fire depart- 
ments

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Reagan acted against 
his own judgment when he 
recently appointed Paul 
Volcker to a second term as 
chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board. The presi- 
dent grudgingly made the 
decision after being pres- 
sured by Volcker’s powerful 
supporters in Congress and 
Wall Street. 

A few weeks before the 
appointment, say our sourc- 
es, the president was on the 
verge of choosing someone 
else. Volcker had made a 
bad impression on Reagan. 
The chairman’s conversa- 
tions with the president 
were usually rambling, tech- 
nical and condescending. 

Volcker also symbolized 
high interest rates and 
recession, and Reagan 
feared that the chairman’s 
monetary policy would be 
too tight — especially with 
an election coming up. 

According to our sources, 
Republican economist Alan 
Greenspan was —— 
and asked if he would accept 
the job. But Greenspan 
wanted the Fed chairman- 
ship only if he could quit 
after a year. Reagan felt he 
could not accept that condi- 
tion, and he reluctantly 
decided to reappoint the 
charismatic Volcker. 

Meanwhile, here are a few 
of the activities that are 
going on behind the scenes 
at the Federal Reserve 
Board:

told our associate Michael 
Binstein that the agency is 
deeply worried about the 
drought in the nation’s Corn 
Belt and its possible effects. 
If food prices rise, the infla- 
tion rate will follow closely 
after it. And even though 
Fed analysts are watching 
the inflation figures closely, 
they admit there is nothing 


they can do to affect the out- 
come — except pray for 
rain. 


— The housing industry is 
now threatened by a new 
rise in interest rates, and 
some economists fear this 
will abort recovery in this 
sector of the economy. Fed- 
eral Reserve Board offi- 
cials, however, are optimis- 
tic. Board members are 
privately forecasting a rise 
in fixed-rate mortgages 
through the end of this year, 
but during 1984, they expect 
the interest rates to decline 
steadily. Their prediction is 
that rates will fall to 13.25 
percent by next March and 
12.75 percent in the second 
half of 1984. 

— Fed chairman Volcker 
wants to organize a ‘““domes- 
tic economic summit” next 
fall to discuss the nation’s 
budget deficits. He has sug- 

ested that a coalition of 
mocrats and Republicans 
put the affair together. But 
the idea will probably fail, 
mainly because it will be too 
close to the 1984 elections 
for the politicians to discuss 
such delicate matters. 

SOLID EVIDENCE: Offi- 
cials of the leftist govern- 
ment of Nicaragua have 
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denied receiving military 
supplies from the Soviet 
Union, and hard evidence to 
the contrary has been lack- 
me until now. 

te last month, accord- 
ing to our intelligence sourc- 
es, the Venezuelan National 
Guard stopped a Soviet ship 
loaded with military 
supplies. At first, the ship’s 
captain resisted efforts to 
board the vessel, but after 
intense negotiations, he gave 
in. On board, the Venezue- 
lans found 147 jeeps, heavy 
trucks, tents and an assort- 
ment of other vehicles. 

No wea were found 
on the ship, but U.S. officials 
are particularly concerned 
about the jeeps. This is an 
item, they feel, which dem- 
onstrates the Kremlin’s 
commitment to supply the 
Sandinista government of 
Nicaragua with materials 
that are clearly intended for 
military use.
